Sir John, making a statement on 
the naval parleys between Britain, 
the United States and Japan, 
which have apparently reached an 
impasse over the Japanese demand, 
reiterated that Great Britain will 
continue every effort to bring about 


a continued agreement for naval 
limitation.

WORLD DISASTER 

“A breakdown of the system of 
naval limitation,” said the foreign 
secretary, “would be a great disas- 
ter for everybody, not merely for 
the powers now in consultation, but 
for the world at large. 

“We are doing our utmost in the 
most amicable way and while I do 
not dismiss the difficulties of the 
problem, for it would be foolish to 
do’so, there is nothing this country 
is not prepared to do within the 
limits of its duty to this 
and this Empire to secure a naval 
understanding.”

Sir John told the House 
ernment would oppose any “fishing 
inquiry” dealing with rumors con- 
cerning conduct of the arms trade, 
but said an inquiry which really 
studied the proposal of a_ state 
monopoly from the viewpoint of 
national security and the like was 
“a very different thing.” 

The foreign secretary outlined 
the points which the hearing should 
cover, giving the impression he 
would favor such an investigation, 

Sir John insisted Britain still is 
strongly in favor of arms control, 
citing her prompt ratification of the 
arms traffic convention of 1925 
which, he said, “remains ratified” 
as far as Britain is concerned

lic Informed. 


TORONTO, Nov. 23.—The essen- 
tial difference between relief and 
unemployment insurance, no mat- 
ter what its form, was stressed in 
an address here today by Hugh H. 
Wolfenden, well-known statistician, 
Expressing the hope the Canadian 
public would learn to understand 
the limitations of unemployment 
insurance he described it as “only 
one of many palliative measures 
applicable to a problem which 
should primarily be combated by 
actions of a more preventive kind.” 

Addressing the associated boards 
of trade and chambers of commerce 
of Ontario in convention here, Mr. 
Wolfenden, who has made a long 
study of this particular problem, 
declared that despite the obvious 
necessity for distinction between 
relief and unemployment insurance 
much confusion has occurred “and 
in some important instances the 
misinterpretation has been so wide- 
spread that the successful function- 
ing of both kinds of measures has 
been jeopardized.” 

TYPES DISCUSSED 

After discussing the various 
types of unemployment which in 
his opinion called for different 
methods of unemployment insur- 
ance, he declared the experience in 
Britain, which has had unemploy- 
ment insurance for more than 20 
years, unquestionably demonstrated 
that some well organized plan is 
necessary to take charge of assist- 
ance to the individual who ex- 
hausts his right to claim from the 
insurance fund. 

“Without attempting to comment 
on the form which organization for 
‘relief’ should take,’ he declared, 
“it seems clear that the unemployed 
should come under ‘relief’ only as | 
a last resort. If he is insured} 
against unemployment, he will be! 
protected for a limited time, which 
cannot be extended; he is then 
thrown upon his own résources, 
which largely are unorganized, and | 
when those resources are exhausted | 
the final recourse is to relief.” | 

To cover this hiatus, between the | 
time organized insurance stops and 
the individual passes to organized | 
relief, he suggested state-aided em- | 
ployees’ savings funds, in which the 
employer would have no respons- 
ibility, could be interposed between | 
insurance and relief periods. 
VOLATILE MEANS

He listed four main type of un-| 
employment, including technologi- 
cal unemployment, caused by 
changes in methods and processes 
of production. In this connection 
he remarked science and the ma- 
chine have created as much work 
as they have eliminated. 

It was clearly desirable to en- 
courage in every person a reason- 
able flexibility of occupational out- 
look, he declared, urging support 
for enlarging facilities for re-edu- 
cation and re-distribution of tem- 
porarily displaced workers. Devel- 
opment of community interest in 
them and the provision of sound 
and disinterested economic advice 
for their benefit. 


SEASONAL JOOBLESS 

The other types were seasonal 
unemployment: cyclical or depres- 
sion unemployment, which was 
largely due to international causes 
and therefore not likely to be 
speedily improved; and finally un- 
employment affecting the casual 
and short-time worker who forms 
a necessary reserve of labor in 
every trade. 

All four types presented their own 
insurance problem “and the extent 
to which they can be dealt with in 
a uniform scheme or under special 
plans has not yet been completely 
solved,” he remarked. 


UNIFORM BASIS 
An unemployment insurance plan 


basis to the stable workers of in- 
dustry, he continued.

Death Rate High in Out- 
break at Moose Jaw— 


Now Under Control 


MOOSE JAW, Novy, 23,—With the 
Outbreak of undulent fever, caused 
by the consumption of raw milk 
from cows suffering from contag- 
fous abortion, completely under 
control, the departments of health 
of city and province, and the dairy- 
men themselves, have united forces 
to check the disease at its source. 

While pasteurization will protect 
consumers residing in urban 
cen res, it will not safeguard the 
health of those living in the coun. 
try and a thorough check, by means 
of bloodtests, is being made of al! 
dairy herds in the Moose Jaw dis- 
trict. 

The death rate in the city has 
been unusually high, about 25 per 
cent, for of the 12 patients suffer- 
ing from the fever admitted to the 
hospital, three have died. 
patients have been discharged from 
the hospital within the past 24 
hours and six are still receiving 
treatment in hospital. There are 
other sufferers from the disease re- 
ceiving medical attention in

Connor, husband of the 
who died, and he was immediately 
prohibited from selling milk. Two 
of the six cows being milked re- 
acted to the blood test for contag- 
ious abortion and the entire herd 
was segregated south of the city 
under veterinary care. 

Veterinary authorities declare 
that the only safeguard against the 
disease is the elimination of cattle 
re-acting to the contagious 
tion test and with this aim in view 
all cows will be inspected and 
tested. The animal suffering from 
the disease does not necessarily 
have to show signs of sickness or 
suffer from contagious abortion or 
sterility, according to the author- 
ities, consequently the blood test is 
the only means of locating the dis- 
eased animals. To 
check the disezse, it will be neces- 
sary to establish areas where tes's 
are regularly made, similar to the 
tuberculosis test. 


LASTS FOUR MONTHS 


After consulting their text books, 
medical men state that undulent 
fever was first diagnosed in 1887, 
when it was called Malta fever and 
came from the milk of goats. In

ized goats’ milk and the disease 
almost disappeared. The germ in- 


cubates in from six to 60 days and |

WHAT IS THE ALTERNATIVE? 

The city council got into touch with the 
crux of its financial problem on Wednesday, in 
discussing the proposal to suspend payments in- 
to the sinking fund for a couple of years as an 
emergency measure. 

Mayor Clarke asked for a formal expression 
of support from the aldermen in continuing 
negotiations with the Provincial Government 
looking to the securing of power to make such 
suspensions. Council took the ground that the 
Mayor already has such authority in virtue of 
his office, that no special action in that connec- 
tion was required, and tabled the suspension 
question until Monday next 

The trend of the discussion showed that only 
as a “last resort” will a majority of the alder- 
men be willing to suspend the payments. It may 
be assumed that a majority of taxpayers are of 
the same mind; they would prefer as a matter of 
choice to continue to “play safe” by putting 
aside the annual allottments as usual. The prac- 
tical point for consideration is; Can it be done? 

The very definite duty of the present council 
is to bring Edmonton's tax rate for 1935 down 
to some figure below 50 mills, and much nearer 
40 mills than 50 if taxes are to be payable, the 
taxpayers kept in possession of their property, 
and the finances of the city placed on a de- 
pendable basis. That $750,000 worth of property 
comes into possession of the city this year for 
non-payment of taxes is convincing evidence of 
the urgency of drastic reduction in the tax-bills. 

Chipping a few dollars off salaries here and 
there, and skimping public services, cannot meet 
the case. No saving is possible by such means 
that will be sufficient to bridge the gap. These 
are only al 


gregate of attaining the purpose of making a 
sweeping reduction in taxation possible; and 
nothing but a sweeping reduction will make 
good the undertaking on which the new mem- 
bers of council were elected, or save the situa- 
tion.

THE EXTRA-\WHITE LIGHT 
The aid of science in creating death dealing 
for future wars is claimed to have 
been rendered of no efficiency by reason of the 
invention of an Extra-White Light of Life. 

French newspapers of a standing which en- 
titles them to a careful consideration of their 
statements claim that French inventors have 
perfected the Extra-White Light and it has been 
placed at the disposal of the French nation. 

Should these claims be proved by actual tests, 
then so far as France is concerned there can be 
no more war carried on by armies, navies, and 
airforces. None of these instruments of warfare, 
it is claimed, can be used against the Extra- 
White Light. 

This extra-white light seems to have all] the 
penetrating powers of the infra-red light, can be 
used by day or by night, in fine weather, fog, or 
storm; and has the great ac age the 
infra-red light that the extra-white light can 
be produced in enormous quantities—immeas- 
urable quantities is a better translation of the 

. expression used,—and can be used over greater 
areas and distances. 

As regards war on land it will be an easy 
matter to create a twenty-mile wide extra- te 
lighted area in which no living thing can move 
No armour,—no fortificationn—no entrenchment 
can keep the extra-white light out. Of cx 
the white light does not distinguish between 
friend and foe; so that the nation intending to 
create a twenty-mile wide light-protected area 
would first have to withdraw all its own na- 
tionals from the area. Then the extra-white light 
can be used, and no living thing can exist in 
the protected area until the light is turned off. 

It is related that a battalion of people volun- 
teering for the test stood in the open air; a 
weak force of the extra-white light was turned 
on them for a few seconds and then turned off. 
They were all found to be absolutely helpless, 
and it was an hour before the last of them re- 
covered, A full force light exposure for a few 
seconds would wipe out an entire army; and the 
full force can be applied over a distance of sev- 
eral miles. No military force would dream of 
marching into a protected area because it could 
never get out, 

As regards ships,—the entire crew of a ship 
can be rendered absolutely helpless by the white 
light, either difected from a shore point mile: 
away, or from a vessel equipped to produce 
and fend out the extra-white light. There is no 
eecape from the extra-white light penetration

As regards bringing down aeroplanes, the | 


extra-white light can be sent up as far as the 
earth's atmosphere extends; and there is no way 
to fit out an aeroplane so as to protect human 
life against it. The entire area of a city,—such as 
Paris,—-can be made and kept absolutely safe 
from aeroplane attack. No flier could go over 
the city and remain alive. 

Our friends in France have drawn a series of 
fascinating outlines along the line of abolishing 
war. Everyone must hope that their fullest 
ambitions will be exceeded; and that,—strange 
as it may sound,—peace will be brought about 
by irresistible force. 


MONEY PAYMENTS ARE “OUT” 

The Ottawa Journal can’t understand why 
China objects to the export of silver. “The 
thing is ludicrous. One hardly knows what to 
say about it. If silver goes out of China, it can 
only do so by bringing something in. And if sil- 
ver has a high value, then China must get more 
or better goods or value for whatever she pays 
silver now then she could get previously. And 
yet China emphatically doesn’t want to pay sil- 
ver!” 

The Journal wants to know, “Who is crazy? 
The financial experts? Or the Chinese? Or Presi- 
dent Roosevelt?” 

Opinions being thus invited, may it be sug- 
gested the craziest of the lot are those deluded 
souls who think a country, or a number of coun- 
tries, can go on dumping exports abroad while 
shutting out imports, and thus piling up huge 
“favorable” balances of trade which ‘the cus- 
tomer countries must liquidate in cash, whether 
silver or gold. 

That just isn’t being done any more, can’t 
be done, and won't be. If Canada is to sell goods 
in China, or anywhere else, we shall have to 
take goods in exchange. Trade in future has to 
mean trading—or there just can’t be any such 
“animal.”

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


The powers that be certainly drove the wedge 
between eastern and Pacific Canada a good deal 
deeper when they reduced last week the grain 
rate from the Great Lakes to Atlantic ports 
from 9.1 cents to 5 cents per 100 pounds, It 
was more effective than an Act of Parliament 
in locking the door on British 
Columbia's receding hopes to 
hold her diminishing export 
wheat trade. It may yet figure 
in history along with the Bos- 
ton tea party as a trade meas- 
ure that rent a nation asunder, 


and made two bigger and 
better nations grow where 
only one grew before. 

On the westward route, 


grain for domestic use exacts 
twice the rate for grain for 
export. United States has purchased 600,000 
bushels of low grade feed wheat in Canada. 
Wheat for Uncle Sam doesn’t come under the 
low export rates. It takes the “domestic” rate 
of 4114 cents per 100 Ibs. from Calgary to the 
coast. So there is no hope that any of the 600 - 
000 bushels bought by Uncle Sam will be 
routed westward. All that the west can hope 
for is to tighten its belt a little tighter, to 
help pay through the medium of taxation for the 
losses on the new cuts for the eastward haul.

A couple of weeks ago this column told of 
two “Montreal cargoes” that arrived at Van- 
couver. They were composed of about 1,000 
tons apiece of canned plums and apples and 
cherries. By the aid of cheap labor in Quebec 
and the low water haul as against a minimum 
wage law in B.C. and an expensive rail haul 
across the great divide, canneries in Quebec 
had been enabled to invade the B.C. market 
with cheap canned fruit and vegetables. 

As predicted in this column at that time, 
the news when it became known at the coast 
had caused some consternation. B.C, canneries 
paying a minimum wage of 25 cents an hour 
can’t compete with piece-work labor on Quebec 
farms on a basis of 2 cents an hour. Not only 
can they not compete on equal terms at a neutral 
point, but Quebec is invading the fruit 
province of western Canada with canned fruit 
below of western production. 

It isn’t only the difference between the high 
living standard of B.C. and the depressed living 
standard of Quebec. The difference between 
transportation costs in the east and in the west, 
aggravates the situation. It costs the tomato can- 
ner of the Okanagan Valley 45 cents to ship 100 
pounds of canned tomatoes from Vernon, B.C., 
to Vancouver—a distance of 360 miles.

Scatter through 
the mixture a generous number of ripe olives, 
moisten with a little hot water and form into a 
loaf. Bake in a tightly covered pan for fifteen or 
twenty minutes, removing cover and allowing to 
brown under the broiler flame for a few min- 
utes. Serve garnished with parsley and a few 
ripe olives.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: L. asks: “What is a cure for 
pyorrhea?” 

ANSWER: Follow the advice of your dentist 
regarding local treatment of the gums, scaling 
of the teeth, etc. At the same time, improve your 
diet habits, using plenty of green vegetables con- 
taining bone-building materials. As there is al- 
Way's a condition of acidosis present in pyorrhea, 
these vegetables also help because of their al- 
kaline reaction. 

QUESTION: Mr. Willard G. asks: “What 
would be the cause of a pulse rate of 105 when 
completely at repose? Late examination showed 
no definite disorder.” 

ANSWER: It is difficult for me to advise you 
concerning the rapid heart action without being 
able to examine you. A number of conditions 
might cause this, among them being: Valvular 
leakage of the heart, hyperthyroidism, the pres- 
ence of a tumor, etc. However, probably the 
most common cause is gas pressure, especially 
when the patient has had an examination lately 
and no serious trouble has been found. 

QUESTION: Q. S. inquires: “Could epilepsy 
be caused by small bones being out of place in 
the spine? If so, could these bones be re-set or 
adjusted?” 

ANSWER: I have known many cases of 
epilepsy to be cured through what the chiro- 
practor calls an adjustment of certain verte- 
brae of the spine, but the common cause of 
epilepsy is from intestinal poisoning, and the 
cure will usually be found in doing those things 
which will bring about a thoroughly clean con- 
dition of the colon. 

QUESTION: Peter J. asks: “Will you please 
tell me whether or not potatoes are hard on the 
kidneys?” 

ANSWER: Potatoes are a good starchy food 
and are not expecially hard on the kidneys, but, 
when kidney trouble is present, I advise a non- 
starchy diet until the condition has improved.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, November 23, in 
1797 H.M.S, Tribune was wreck- 
ed upon a shoal in Halifax harbor, 
largely because the captain held 
to the rule of the navy that royal 
ships must depend upon the skill 
of their officers at all times, not- 
withstanding the known fact that 
no one but a local pilot could 
take a ship safely into Halifax 
harbor in the fogs which are 
there sometimes. The Tribune 
went ashore in Herring Cove, 
after a night of terror, and she 
went down with nearly 300 men. 
About 50 reached the rigging, but 
one by one dropped off in the 
sea and only eight were left to 
see the dawn. Fishermen of 
Herring Cove stood helpless, re- 
garding it impossible to venture 
out in the sea that prevailed, but 
one lad put them to shame. He 
has been immortalized in The 
Ballad of La Tribune by the late 
Professor Archibald Macmeshan, 
brilliant son of Ontario, who be- 
came one of the most enthusiastic 
Nova Scotians at Dalhousie 
University. Let him tell the story.

SELF-DEFEATING 


Signs are multiplying that 
radio advertising faces a rising 


tide of public resentment. Aver- 
age sponsors may not realize to 
what extent receivers are be- 
coming silent, when strictly com- 
m¢rcial programs are on the air. 
One needs only the witness of 
his own family circle, or the 
testimony of numerous friends to 
know that a sort of revolt is on. 
The fact was revealed as a 
nation-wide movement during 
recent hearings in Washington 
before the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission 

Advertisers seem increasingly 
importunate. And the penalty of 


listening to an orchestra, or a 
comedy skeich, is too often a ser- 
ies of explosive admoninations to 
go out and buy a certain brand of 
soap, or cereal, or cigarettes—and 
to do it now. 

The idea seems to be to spur 
listeners to action by advices that 
grows even more strenuous, For 
many the action is that of shut- 
ting off the receiver altogether, 
and curling up with a good book 
or magazine, 

Such things seen better regu- 
lated in various European na- 
tions, as in Italy, Denmark, the 
Netherlands. Great Britain holds 
so tight a rein over radio adver- 
tising as practically to prohibit 
it.—Christian Science Monitor.

WORK AND WAGES 

Editor Bulletin: We are at a 
Stage in our history where the 
matter of purchasing power in 
the hands of the people is begin- 
ning to assume a very serious 
aspect, and we are finding it a 
very important issue in the pol- 
itics of the day. 

The government of B. C. prom- 
ised work and wages, and are 
prepared to use the national 
credit to that end, if given the 
authority. Alberta facing her 
own credit problems, also wants 
to know where the riches come 
from, 

There is a big program of work 
possible in the undeveloped rich 
areas of these two provinces if 
we have the fortitude to take 
hold of the situation in a bold 
and constructive manner—or do 
we have to ask eastern Canada if 
we may do our own washing? 

A recent Year Book showed us 
that the precentage of Canadian 
manufactures in Alberta was less 
than 2% of the whole. 

Actual figures given were for 
778 establishments emp! oying 
2268 people with a wage bill of 
$4,020,520. This is an average of 
three people to each establish- 
ment—which make a lot of one

man shops inclusive, for these 


totals will include the packing 
and milling industries, 
Against this we have in the 


year of 1930 dutiable imports into 
Alberta for consumption of $38,- 
921,146 on which we paid direct 
customs duties of $6,059,427, ex- 
porting direct $1,141,672. 

These figures show our depend- 
ency on our neighbors, both, 
Canadian and foreign. They also 
show to our leaders the need of 
a much greater consideration for 
the protection of our resources 
and their use in bettering condi- 
tions at home. 

The key to this problem is 
naturally tied up in the same 
solution of our financial strategy; 
and how long we are prepared to 
labor under a system of usury 
which denies us the profits of our 
own work, The debt structure 
overriding us is formidable, 

A member of our parliament in 
Ottawa states that figures, re- 
ceived from the Bureau of Statis- 
tics showed a debt of over 17% 
billion of dollars—or over 60% 
of the total capital value of the 
Dominion,
